PUSHING AND BRILLIAKT WORK WAS. DONE BY AMERICAN 


Washington Autherttles Know Nothing Except What Came to Them Through Madiid 
and Londen and Great Anwlety Is Felt as to the F&alltles, No 
Direct News Expected for a Day or Two 


Washington, May 2.—It is a curious fact that the nation most directly interested 
of all the great powers in the combat that took place at Manila yesterday should 
be among the last officially to know of the result. Up to the close of office hours 
today absolutely the only information that our government had receiveg of the 
brilliant victory of Commodore Dewey and the winning of the battle of Manila 
on May Day came to the government th e rough the medium of the press dispatches. 

If the report is true that Commodore Dewey has begun a bombardment and 
blockade of the city of Manila it is unlikely that he can spare a vessel from his 
fleet to carry the news to Hong Kong, the nearest cable station, so it ig not known 
when official advices will come. There was some expectation that through the sur- 
render of the city the commodore might secure control of the cable, but 
there might be difficulties in communi cating over it. 

A fear is entertained that before retiring from the city the Spanish troops will 
smash the delicate and complicated electrical apparatus for the reception and dis- 
patch of messages, and is it very uncertain whether there is enough technical skill 
in the American fleet to repair such @amage. The mere cutting of the cable, as 
reported by the Spaniards, is not regardeq as particularly serious, since the cut 
would not be far off shore, and that could be easily repaired. 

Great Anxiety as to Fatalities. 

The greatest anxiety is felt es to the casualties sustained by the Americag 
fleet. From the stubborn defense made by the Spaniards it is feared that before 
they burned, blew up or sunk their ships they managed to inflict severe damage 


upon Commodore Dewey’s squadron. . |

If Commodore Dewey has lost a considerable, portion of his men tt is feared he 
will be much embarrassed in the work of maintaining possession of Manila for 
lack of sufficient force. There was some talk this afternoon of sending troops out 
from San Francisco to aid in this work, but it ts likely that the department will 
wait to hear from Commodore Dewey himself before taking any action. It may 
be, and in fact it is expected, that by combination with the Insurgents, he will 

_ Succeed in having his men relieved of the task of garrisoning Manila. 

As te the future of the island & Is likely that the government will retain pos 
Session of at least one good port such as Manila for a coaling station and base 
of supplies during the remainder of the war. 

There was understood to be a considerable Spanish force in the Philippines and 
@ large number of natives are said to be “loyal.” Between these and the ingur- 
gen‘s it is probable that civil war may rage on the islands for some time outside 
of Manila proper. It is belHeved the officials have not decided what to do with the 
islands at the end of the war, but in their possession the United States will en- 
joy a powerful weapon in enforcing terms of peace with Spain.

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MADRID ADMITS CRUSHING DEFEAT 


AND IS NUW UNDER MARTIAL LAW 


Government Officials No Longer Attempt To Withhold the Real 


Facts from the Publie, 


THE POPULRCE SHOWS MANY SIGNS A REVOLUTION

Madrid, May 3.—The cabinet council, after a late session, decided to proclaim « 
state of siege immediately. 

Ministers deny the existence of a cabinet crisis. 

Senor Aguilera, the civil governor of Madrid, has just posted on the walls of the 
home office the customary proclamation intimating that the civil authorities con- 
sider the circumstances justify the handing over to the military authorities the 
mission of keeping order. 

Military Parade the Streets. 

Lieutenant General Deban, captain general of Madrid, has assumed charge, 
and the first military patrols have just appeared in the Puerto del Sol. The 
measure has been taken in consequence of the attitude of certain political parties 
since yesterday. The whole garrison is ready in barracks. 

Information received here describing the engagement at Manile says the Olym- 
pla, the Boston, the Raleigh, the Concord, the Petrel and the Monocacy entered 
the bay under cover of darkness by the smaller and safer Bocachica channel. The 
forts of Corregidor island gave the alarm by firing on the intruders, but they 
seemed to have inflicted no serious damage. The American squadron moved up 
the bay and at 3 o’clock in the morning appeared before Cavite. Here, lying under 
the shelter of the forts, was the Spanish squadron. 

Dewey Didn’t Fear the Forfs. 

Admiral Montejo, a few days before, went to Subic bay to look for the enemy, 
but learning that they were vastly superior in force, had prudently returned and 
placed his ships under the protection of the forts. This was his only chance of 
meeting the enemy on something like equal terms, and ft did not suffice. 

Soon the Americans opened fire, The Spaniarde replied vigorously and the com- 
bat continued without interruption for four hours, during which the Don Antonio 
de Ulloa was sunk, the Castilla and Mindanao were set on fire and the Reina Maria 
Christina and the Don Juan de Austria were seriously damaged. One or two of 
the smaller craft were scuttled by their crews to escape capture. Othere took ref- 
uge in a small neighboring creek, emptying into Baker bay, where presumably the 
American ships were unable to follow them. But not one surrendered. 

Surprise and disappointment has been caused by the destruction done by the 
American fleet, as it had been officially stated that the authorities at Manila had 
received sixty torpedoes and heavy guns to strengthen the coast defenses, particu- 
larly the defenses commanding the two channels on the right and left of Corregidor 
island. 

It is suggested here that the half-breeds at the Manila arsenals, who are 
rebels at heart, cut the cables connecting the sub-marine mines and thus enabled 
Commodore Dewey to force thea harbor in safety. 

Manila Could Easily Be Destroyed. 
No real bombardment wil! be necessary to destroy Mantfla, if the shells are of

Press Gives Dewey Praise for a Bril- 
liant and Desperate Fight. 
London, ‘May 3.—The Daily Mail, in an 


editorial this morning on the engagement 
at Manila, says: 


There 
was no exhibition, such as was sneeringly predicted in the European press, of weak- 
ness in the ‘American fleet caused by the fact that it was of hetoregeneous com-

War Department Bending Energies. 


The war department is bending all its energies to the mustering in of the vol- ?

The officials feel confident that within a: reasonable time the volunteers and the 
regular armies will be ready for practical military duty. Secretary Alger and 


General Miles had a long conference with the president this afternoon, presum- 
ably in regard to appointments in the volunteer service. In a few days all ‘the 
troops that have been ordered to Tampa are expected to reach that place and the 
eight large transports which are to conduct the first expedition to Cuba have 
been ordered to proceed to Tampa. The officials, however, decline to make public 
any information regarding the expedition or the place in Cuba where it is to land. 
The officera of the commissary department at New York city today opened, pro- 
posals for supplying food to the army of 185,00 men if the government finds it 
necessary to contract for that amount. 

Although the British colonial office had been fully advised of the American 
success from Manila, the British authorities in London did not communicate with 
the British embassy here ner did the foreign offices at Paris, Berlin, or other capi- 
tals, notify their representatives here. This is taken to indicate that the foreign 
offices will not communicate events of a strictly milifary character and also that 
American occupation of the Philippines has not yet assumed a political aspect at 
foreign centers. Sir Charles Mitchell, who has advised the British colonial office 
on the situation at Manila is well known to the British officials here. He is gover- 
nor general of the Strait settlement, his home being at Singapore, which hase cable 
communication with Manila. 

The late reports that Manila was being bombarded caused much uneasiness 
at the foreign headquarters. It was said that if the town itge)f was under bom- 
bardment serious complications might arise, as non-combatants and the foreign 
colonies, it is held. should have been entitled to at least twenty-four hours’ notice 
of an'attack on the town proper. If, however, Commodore Dewey is confining his 
bombardment to Cavite and other forts no such question can arise. 

The Spanish reverse at Manila seriously depletes the Spanish navy at a time 
when it is most in need of ships. With the burning of the two cruisers Reina 
Christina and the Caatilla, Spain has lost two of her best second-rate cruisers. 
The Christina was a single screw, barque-rigged ship 200 feet, long, with a displace- 
ment of 32,090 tons. She had a total of twenty-one guns, ranging from the 6-inch 
breech-loading Hontoria down to a small machine gun and several torpedo tubes. 
She carried 3% men. 

The cruiser Castilla was slightly larger than the Reina Christina, having 3.340

The men in the fleet lying off Havana had not yet heard the 
news. It was selfish to keep them in ignoramce of it so long, and the rush began 
as to who should be the first to scud over the waters and spread the glad tidings. 
It was at the end of such a race that occurred the scene just described. 

Tonight between the fleet in Havana harbor and the men in Port Tampa tndre 


is a perfect umderstanding. Dewey’s victory has created a crisis for the early 
cupation of Cuba.

Cutting the Cables. 

Tt will be safe to take all news alleging 
to come from Havana or any other part 
of Cuba hereafter with a liberal saline 
flavor. The hump-backed ‘old transport 
Mangrove, which has been at work cutting 
cables for the past week, went by us yes- 
terday dredging and raking and slashing 
away at a rate which means death to every 
cable which connects the island, with the 
rest of the world, and I learn on good 
authority that she has pretty nearly com- 
pleted the divorce proceedings already 80 
far as the eastern end is concerned. The 
only reliable news from Havana that we 
have received lately confirms the report of 
the steady rise in the price of provisions. 
The poor are already suffering and the 
government, now that the eys of the world 
are no longer on jt, has practically ceased 
altogether the charitable work it begun for 
purposes of foreign consumption a few 
weeks ago. 

Tempting the Landsmen. 

Every night now we are landing our men 

in Cuba. They do not go in large numbers 


: and they do not stay there long. but the 
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fact that they are going at all shows how 
easy it will be to land a large force to 
stay there as long as they want to when 
the time comes. The torpedo boats delight 
to run in shore after dark to land their 
crews on scouting expeditions, and while 
no great good is accomplished by it Ad- 
miraj Sampson encourages the practice 
because it familisreizes them with the 
actual work which they may be called upon 
to do at any moment. 

The officers and crews put in almost any- 
where, and it ig a great relief for them to 
stretch their legs in short expeditions in- 
land after a whole day cooped up ip their 
narrow quarters aboard ship. The little ves- 
sels have explored the harbors of Havana, 
Matanzas and Cardenas thoroughly, and 
even the fierce searchlight on old Morro 
does not worry them a bit. The other day 
the Foote’s crew spent the entire night 
just east of Matanzas and brought back 
fresh fruit and a parrot. We all feel a 
sort of personal affection as well as admi- 
ration for the torpedo boats, because of the 
nerve and daring they have displayed, and 
their usefulness as scouts by day almost 
equals the value of their vigilant service at 
hight. 

‘ A Glimpse at Matanzas. 

From the flecting glimrse we got of the 
shore batteries at Matanzas after the bom- 
berdment, it is impossible to estimate with 


any assurance of accuracy the extent of 
the damage done and the consequent fight- 
ing strength that is ieft in them. The 
western line of fortifications, however, 
which are just in course of construction, 
appeared to have suffered most, one en- 
tire corner for a distance of fifty or sixty 
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and guns when the firing ceased. The po- 
sition of the blockading ships in rhe har- 
bor made the west shore battery the easi- 
est target, and fully three-fourths of the 
shots went in that direction. 

Ouside of the simple fact of the bom- 
bardment. the most important news of the 
day was the action of the Spanish garrison 
on the inside. We did not arrive at Ma- 
tanZas until the close of the engagement, 
but everything went to indicate the prompt 
quitting of a majority of the Spanish 
forces at the very first sign that the three 
American ships meant business. The si- 
lencing of the forts was apparently due 
in equal part to the destruction wrovgcht 
by Admiral Sampson's gunners in the fore 
turret of the monitor Puritan and to the 
Cesire on the part of their Spanish op- 
ponents to get out of the way as quick as 
they could. 

Many of the shore guns fired but one 
shot before they were deserted, and only 
a few remained in action wntil displaced. 
The American boats kept up the bombard- 
ment until four or five minutes after the 
forts ceased to respond, and even than a 
number of guns were still in position, This 
is not of very serious import, however, 
because when the flagship New York start- 
ed back to Havana she left the Cincinnati 
and the Puritan at anchor just outside of 
Matanzas harbor, and if the batteries 
break loose again these two fighting ma- 
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chines are amply able to finish the silenc- 
ing process. 

But it all goes to show, what has been 
predicted in advance, that the Spaniards 
in Cuda will not stand fire, and it demon- 
strates also that my previous dispatches 
showing how easily we can push our in- 
vading army into Cuba were warranted 
by even a brief view of the situation. At 
present every port in the island outside of 
Favana is practically open to the entrance 
of the American troops. 

The Key West Fortifications. 

One of the many indications that a 
genuine war scare has struck Key West fs 
the activity that is being displayed by the 
constructors in charge of the work of 
building the new fortifications here. 
constructors are the Mé Venable Bros., 
of Atlanta, and Mr. Sam Venable is now 
here superintending the extensive opera- 
tions in person. I saw him at the Key West 
hotel a few minutes ago, and remarked 
upon the activity he had been displaying 
night and day among the thousand and one 
employees under him. 

“I am pretty nearly worn out,” he said 
in reply, “and I don’t know whether or 
not we will ever want to undertake the 
building of fortifieations in time of actual 
war. I haven't even had time to look for 
news from Atlanta, but I wish you would 
send word back to the home folks that 
Atlanta is holding her own down here, as 
well as elsewhere. The governinent is well 
satisfied with our work, however, and that 
is a good deal of satisfaction to us. I 
would like to take you out there with me, 
but iron-clad orders have been given to 
admit no one, and a death line has been 
drawn about the place a mile distant in 
all directions.’’ 

I managed to get a glimpse of the work 
in progress, however, by going out in a 
naphtha launch on the water side, and the 
sswarms of workmen everywhere visible at- 
test to the activity that is being forced 
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from Washington. The new fort is un- 
questionably needed, and needed quick, be- 
cause old Fort Taylor, 300 yards distant 
from it, appears 
dismantled piece of masonry, from the top 
of which two score of ancient muzzle- 
loaders peer Gown in momentary trepida- 
tion of falling off from sheer disuse. 

The necessity of protecting Key West to 
the furthest possible limit is becoming more 
apparent daily. The establishment of a 
marine hospital on the island is one evi- 
dence of the need of modern methods of 
resistance, while the ten million dollars 
worth of prizes laying off in the harbor 
constitute another. In addition to both the 
tremendous value of Key West as a naval 
and coaling station in the present conflict 
is beyond computation, and,’ all things con- 
sidered, the Messrs. Venable havea fre- 
Sponsibility on their hands which means as 
much, and perhaps a little more, than any 
enterprise which any firm of government 
contractors have to look after just now. 

Mr. Venable would not tell when the 
fortifications would probably be complete, 
but there are already guns mounted inside 
that can give a good account of themselves 
when called on/ 

Held as Prisoners of War. 

An order was received here detaining the 
passengers on the Panama as prisoners 
of war, while all others captured, with 
prizes are to be detained as witnesses. The 
Panama people are so classed because she 
Was practically an auxiliary cruiser in the 
Spanish navy and was armed. The prob- 
fem of what to do with the prisoners of 
war is evwlentiy troubling the authorities 
at Washington, because several conflicting 
orders hive come here concerning them. 

The present plam seems to be to use the 
Panuma as a prison ship for all those who 
Mav preperiy he held under the articles 
of War, and to turn the rest loose in Key 
West as soon us the prize court of inquiry, 
now in session bere, makes some disposi- 
tion of the bouts. From here I think they 
will be permitred to work their own salva- 
tion and their way to their homes, this 
eovernment even going so far as to lend 
them reasonable assistance. I made an- 
other tour of the prize fleet today and 
found the crews in the same state of bliss- 
ful unconcern as to their fate that has 
marked them from the beginning.

TRANSPORTS READY FOR TROOPS 


Vessels Are at Tampa To Carry Over 
6,000 Troops. 

Tampa, Fla., May 3.—Two hundred native 
Cubans, who have been quietly enlisted 
in New York city by General Julio San- 
guilly, arrived in Tampa tonight. They 
will be formed into a cavalry regiment 
and under the leadership of the famous 
Cuban, who enlisted them, will probably 
embark for Cuba with the American troops. 

The rest of the regiment will be made 
up of Cubans from Tampa and vicinity. 
For the enlistment forty-two recruiting 
officers were opened here today. The New 
Yorkers created a sensation as they march- 
ed down the street in a body. They were 
followed for blocks by a mob of excited 
Cubans. 

The Plant system today gave formal 
notice to the government that its steamers 
Olivette and Florida, both of which are 
in port here, were at the disposal of the 
government for use as troop ships. 

The Mascotte, of the same line, will be 
turned over tomorrow. By Friday the 
following fleet of vessels is expected to 
be in waiting at the wharves at Tampa 
for the reception of United States troops: 

The Florida, Olivette and Mascotte, of 
the Plant line; the Alamo and Comal, of 
the Mallory line; the Comal, which ig al- 
ready anchored in the stream here; the 
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Berkshire, of the Merchants’ and Miners’ 


As to Time of Invasion. 
These boats have been contracted 
have a carrying capacity for about 6,000 
troops. It is not believed, however, that 
the actual embarkation will take place 
before Sunday at the latest; much remains 
to be done in the way of gathering ammu- 


and 


elapse before all is in readiness. It {Is 
believed that the force will be made up 
3,000 infantry, 1,000 cavalry and ten batteries 
of artillery, in all close to.5,000 men. Only 
one regiment of cavalry, the Ninfh, is now 
in camp at Tampa, but the Tenth, now at 
Chickamauga, will, it is believed, be brought 
down here to fill out to quota. 

The fortifications at Egmont and Mullet 
keys, commanding the north and south 
channels of Tampa bay, and on which work 
has been rapidly pushed, are new prac- 
tically completed and ready for the mount- 
ing of guns. Most of these, it is said, will 
be of the eight-inch caliber and such 
others as are at hand, the urgency of the 
situation not permitting the delay, which 
would be unavoidable if heavy guns were 
to be mounted. 

Bids for the purchase of about $2,000,000 
worth of coal for use-of the government 
were opened today. No announcement of 
the successful bidder will be made pending 
a report to Washington. This coal will be 
brought into Tampa as fast as possible.

Some Timely Words of Advice. 

Since our logal troops are soon to en- 
counter the hardships of military service 
in the open field some few words of med- 
ical advice may not be amiss at this 
season. Ofttimes failure to observe the 
rules of health is more disastrous in its 
effects than the bullets of the enemy, 
and too much stress cannot possibly be 
laid upon the urgency of paying heed 
to these rules. Some well-informed 
writer in The New.York Sun offers the 
following admonition to ‘the troops 
which are now going into camp from 
that state: 


Damp: or wet underclothing should be 
changed as soon as possible, and never 
slept in under any circumstances. Cotton 
and woolen clothes next to the skin are 
the safest, particularly the woolen: linen 
should be especially avoided. 

In the matter of food, heating and stim- 
ulating articles of diet and drink should 
be partaken of only at the evening meal, 
and then only moderately; never in the day- 
time. When night work has to be done, 
such as sentinel or patrol duty, the men 
g0ing out or coming in should receive a 
small quantity of tolerably strong black 
cOffee Without sugar, or with very little of 
it, and always with out milk, which in trop- 
ica] climates jis apt to produce digestive de- 
rangement. A dash of g00d rum or other 
pure spirits in the coffee will do no harm, 
and a soldier should always be provided 
with some hard biscuits in his haversack to 
munch whenever so inclined. 

Where troops are encamped on rivers or 
creeks the drinking and cooking water 
should be taken invariably from up stream, 
and never below or in the immediate vicin- 
ity Of the camp. The quality of the water 
for drinking purposes can always be deter- 
mined by the medical officers, and there is 
nothing related to the hygiene of an army 
that requires more careful attention. Weak

cellent and most refreshing drink on the 
march, and should be carried, whenever 
practicable, in the soldiers’ water bottles. 
The great thing is to see that the materials 
composing the food and drink of the sol- 
dier while engaged in operations in such a 
climate as that of Cuba during the rainy 
season are of the best quality and proper- 
ly prepared. 

We commend the advice contained in 
the foregoing paragraph to the sober 
consideration of our local military 
troops. War is dangerous enough in 
itself without adding thereto the con- 
tributary evils of recklessness and im- 
prudence in the matter of regarding the 
simple rules of health.

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The Naval Victory at Manila. 


There will be some necessary delay 
in getting the full particulars of Com- 
modore Dewey’s great victory at Manila. 
Such news as has been printed emanates 
entirely from Spanish sources, and in 
estimating its real character, we must 
reckon On the natural desire of the Span- 
ish to minimize the effect of the blow 
that has been dealt them. 

It will be found, we predict, that the 
Spanish fleet has been practically anni- 
hilated, and the prediction is based on 
the. Spanish statement that the admiral 
of4their fleet sunk one of his boats in 
order to prevent it from falling into the 
hands of the Americans. This act would 
have been performed only as the result 
of dire necessity. 

It is to be borne in mind that this 
victory has been won by Commodore 
Dewey two thousand miles from the 
nearest coaling station, which is in the 
Hawaiian islands, and the nature of the 
enterprise'and the s ‘ess with which 
it was carried out must necessarily place 
the name of Dewey in the list of naval 
heroes that is brilliant with the names 
of John ‘Paul Jones, Stephen Decatur 
and Oliver Hazard Perry. 

As near as we can get the particulars 
at this writing, Dewey drove his ships 
into a harbor mined and defended by 
torpedoes, demolished the Spanish fleet, 
effected a landing to secure communica- 
tion with the insurgents, and then re- 
tired from the dangerous harbor before 
the Spaniards had recovered their wits 
sufficiently to explode the submarine 
mines and torpedoes. It would bea mar- 
vel, indeed, ifsome ofour warships are 
not seriously damaged; but the nerve and 
intrepidity of the officers and men show 
that our navy is fully up to its tradition- 
al standard. 

The importance of the crushing blow 
that Dewey has struck will not be fully 
realized by the public generally unless 
it should lead to some movement on 
the part of the powers which have inter- 
ests in Spain to compel that government 
to evacuate Cuba in order to retain the 
Philippines. Whatever is done in that 
direction must be done promptly, for the 
energetic co-operation of the American 
fleet with the insurgents will soon place 
them in positions from which they can- 
not easily be dislodged. 

It /seems* now to be the purpose of 
Commodore Dewey to reduce the town 
of Manila and establish ‘there a base of 
supplies. He will then hold the key to 
the situation. . 

It is evident that both Spain and the 
United States have been waiting to hear 
the results of the enterprise with which 
Commodore Dewey was intrusted. If: so, 
it must be apparent to all that the Span- 
iards are no match for the Americans 
the char- 
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| acter of their ships. Once more it has 


been demonstrated that, in naval action, 
the men and not the ships win victories. 
‘The Spaniards—and, for that matter, no 
other race—can cope with the irresistible 
spirit and courage of those who fight in 
behalf of the great republic. 

Was it Jones, or Perry, or Decatur, 
who, when told that the United States 
had no navy, smiled and said, “Then, 
gentlemen, we will capture one?” Is it 
not true that the United States, with no 
navy, won victories from the greatest 
sea power in the world? 
of Commodore Dewey’s exploit is calcu- 
lated to remind us of some glorious, 
events in the old days, and later, when 
Farragut lashed himself to the mast, and 
when Raphael Semmes patrolled the 
high seas and showed what could be 
done by an American commander. 

It remains now to be seen whether 
Spain will have the good grace to sub- 
mit to the inevitable; whether she will 
surrender Cuba to retain the Philippines, 
or whether she will go forward blindly 
in her pride and folly to the end. She 
may, in order to regain something of her 
prestige, order her Heet, which has been 
fitting out at the Cape Verde islands, 
to Cuban waters. If so, it will be de- 
stroyed or captured, and she will emerge 
from the contest stripped of her colonial 
possessions, and without a navy to de- 
fend her own shores, 

Events are so shaped that the next 
few days will determine whether Spain 
is to be utterly dispossessed, or whether 
friendly powers will interpose and com- 
pel her to submit to the inevitable, which 
is the loss of Cuba. If-the victory of 
Commodore Dewey has been as brilliant 
as the Spanish dispatches warrant us in 
believing, it ought to be the means of 
bringing the war to a close.

Former American Conflicts. 

On the seore of principles aswell as 
on the score of victories, we have every 
reason to be proud of the distinction 
which the various wars of the republic 
have conferred upon us. While the Eu- 
ropean powers impelled by motives of 
caprice or self-aggrandizement have fre- 
quently resorted to destructive measures 
within the past one hundred years for 
the purpose of settling their disputes, 
we have never yet unfurled our flag ex- 
cept in furtherance of the cause of hu- 
man liberty. 

When we took up arms against the 
mother country in the first great strug- 
gle of our history we did so for the pur- 
pose of establishing our independence. 
We endured the yoke of British despot- 
ism until patience sank beneath it com- 
pletely overcome, and then with such 
crude inst®uments of warfare as we 
could summon to the re-enforcement of 
our courage, we struck the superhu- 
man blow which made us free. In thus 
successfully resisting the power of Great 
Britain we not only purchased indepen- 
dence for ourselves, but lit the torch of 
liberty in other lands. 

While our wars with Tripoli and Al- 
giers were comparatively unimportant 
from the sanguinary standpoint, they 
nevertheless involved essential principles 
of right and justice, and were necessary 
to maintain the honor of our flag upon 
the seas. 

In the second war with Great Britain, 
otherwise known as the war of 1812, 
we were animated by the same spirit of 
resistance to oppression which had char- 
acterized us in the revolution. We sought 


. no selfish or mercenary ends, but merely 


undertook to arrest the high-handed pol- 
icy of Great Britain in meddling with 
our commerce. On wholly ” specious 


to search our vessels; but she soon real- 
ized to her discomfiture that she could 
not play at this game with impunity. 

Coming on down to the war with Mex- 
ico, which began in 1845 and ended in 
1848, we find that the cause which in- 
spired us in that great conflict was the 
cause of upholding the rights and liber- 
ties of Texas. In 1886 Texas, in cul- 
mination of the long and patient strug- 
gle which she had mafe for indepen- 
dence, succeeded in throwing off. the 
yoke of Mexico. ‘Nine years later she 
entered the’ sisterhood of the United 
States, being impelled solely by her own 
desires in the matter; but no sooner had 
“the lone star’ taken its place on the 
flag of the republic than Mexico imme- 
diately dissolved relations with us and 
made the tragedy of war inevitable. Be- 
ing thus compelled to fight in order to 
maintain the sovereignty of Texas, we 
did so with the glorious result which is 
today recorded on one of the brightest 
pages in our annals. 

With respect to the late war between 
the states, there is not one single reason 
why either party to that great conflict 
should feel the least remorse or shame. 
If the north fought to preserve the union 
of the states, the south fought for what 
she honestly believed to be her rights 
under the constitution which her repre- 
sentatives had mainly helped to frame. 
Neither in ancient nor in modern times 
was Hattle ever joined for purer princi- 
tn Bo today the heroism of both ar- 
mies is the common heritage ofthe re- 
public just as the red rose and the white 
rose are today the twin glories of Great 
Britain. 

So from the revolution down we can 
look without reproach upon the princi- 
ples for which we have contended both 
with foreign powers and with ourselves: 
but in no former conflict have we been 
impelled by purer or less selfish motives 
than the ones which actuate us in the 
present fight with Spain. We plant our- 
selves upon the principles of human 
liberty, and we invoke upon our arms the 
benediction of the God of Battles. Suc- 
cess has never failed us in the past, nor 
under these conditions is it apt to fail 
us in the ferture. ©

Governor Atkinsen’s Name Remains Be- 
fore the President, 


MILITARY TRAINING INSISTED UPON 


The President Is Forced to This Rule 
Because of the Great Effort of 
Politicians To Secure Ap- 
pointments—Georgia 
Not Ready.

Washington, May 2.—(Special.)—Colonel 
Ed Wight, of Albany, is the choice of the 
Georgia apes for brigadier general. 
This wag’ decided by a caucus of the dele- 
gation held this afternoon, and tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock Colonel Wight is to 
be presented to the president as Georgia’s 
candidate for this high military honor. 
Colonel Wight’s name will not, however, 
be the only one before the president for hig 
consideration. Governor Atkinson’s name 
was not presented to the caucus, and Judge 
Adamson, the governor’s principal support- 
er, declined to participate in it, for reasons 
which he fully explained. The governor 
has made a tender of his services ta the 
president, and the tender has not been 
withdrawn. 
The Work of the Caucus. 
The members of the delegation got to- 
gether at 1 o'clock this afternoon and 
were in session for about two hours. The

caucus was a lively one throughout. Once 
Or twice there were differences of opinion 
which fell little short of being open clashes. 
Judge Adamson was very positive in his 
expression of the reasons which kept him 
from participating. Judge Maddox did not 
like the assumption that because the gov- 
ernor had tendered his services as a gen- 
eral, nobody else should be considered, and 
he said so with characteristic force. .He de- 
clared that he had three boys who would 


would not consent to send them to war 
under a.man who had no military experi- 
ence. 

Colone] Livingston did not like the as- 
sumption by some of General Gordon's 
friends that he was the only man who 
should be considered, and he figured in one 
phase of the war of words that raged. 

The caucus was a secret affair and every- 
body was sworn to keep ¢«hese clashes to 
themselves. Enough has leaked out. how- 
ever, to show that it was about the liveli- 
est gathering of its kind the Georgia dele- 
gation has ever had. The meeting was held 
in the room of the house committee on riv- 
ers and harbors. Colonel Lester, as the 
senior member in point of service, presided. 


Why the Caucus Was Held. 


At the outset It was stated as positive 
that the only chance to secure the appoint- 
ment of a brigadier general to Georgia was 
for the delegation to agree on some candi- 
date. Both senators and three representa- 
tives conferred with the president and sec- 
retary of war this morning, and they were 
given to understand that the only possibil- 
ity for the appointment of a Georgian was 
that the delegation should agree upon some 
suitable person. Secretary Alger ajso 
stated that the person selected by the dele- 
gation must be a man with military train- 
ing and experience, and that in no case 
would a civilian be appointed to important 
military positions. It was because of these 
declarations that there must be unity of 
action that it was finally agreed to have a 
conference which would be in the nature 
of a caucus, and that the man receiving 
the majority votes should be the choice of 
the delegation.

Atkinson’s Candidacy. 


After the meeting had been called to or- 
der there was an informal discussion, and 
then Judge Adamson made a statement, 
declining to allow the governor's name 
to go before the caucus, stating that he 
would not put the governor in the attitude 
of entering upon any scramble for the po- 
sition, He said he was authorized by the 
governor to unite with such members and 
senators es desired in tendering to the 
president his services in the capacity of 
brigadier general of volunteers. 

“Tl have done that,” said Judge Adam- 
son. “Since learning that other eminent 
Georgians have desired commissions as 
brigadier general, the governor has advised 
me that he wishes to enter no contest for 
support in the maiter, but having tendered 
ig servicés, he is content to leave the 
matter entirely in the hands of the presi- 
dent.”’ 

Judge Adamson said:

How the Decision Was Reached. 


Five other prominent Georgians were 
balloted for. They were: Colonel Wight, 
of Albany; Colonel Gordon, of Savannah; 
Colone! McBride,of Atlanta; Colonel Wiley, 
of Macon, and Colonel Vardnadoe, of Valdos- 
ta. On the first bailot the votestood: Gordon 
5. Wight 3, McBride 1, Wylie’1, Va 
1, There were three other ballots without 
change. It had been decided after the 
third that the lowest man man in the next 
ballot would be dropped, and accordingly 
on the final ballot the contest was between 
Wight and Gordon. On this ballot Wight 

t the votes of Messrs. Griggs. Lewis, 
avingston, Bartlett, Howard and Brantley. 
Colone] Gordon got the votes of Senators 
Bacon and Clay and Messrs. Fleming and 
Maddox. The entire delegation agreed to 
abide by the decision of the majority. 
Colonel ight’s nomination was then made 
unanimous except, of course, so far as Judge 
Adamson was ——— = Senators —_ 
con and Clay and Judge Griggs were - 
pointed Bp BF to introduce Colonel 
Wight to the president, notify_him that 
the delegation was for Colonel Wight and 
urge his appointment. They went to the 
white house this afternoon for that puf- 
pose, but the president was holding a war 
conference, so they will go again tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock. It was conceded 
that the senators had the power to secure 
the appointment of any one whom they 
would jointly recommend if the president 
intends making any appointment from 
Georgia, but recognizing the fact that the 
representatives had so direct and earnest 
an interest in the matter, the senators 
cheerfully and voluntarily agreed to a gen- 
eral vote of senators and representatives 
as to who should be recommended. 


Senator Bacon’s Position. 


While fenator Bacon, having been the 
cause of Colonel Gordon’s entering the 
contest by first suggesting him to the 
president, supported that gentieman 
throughout, he stated to the caucus that 
Colonel Wylie was a man who, by his ser- 
vices in actual war as an officer in the 
confederate army, and by his devotion to 
the volunteer service since the war, was the 
equal of any man in his qualifications and 
his merits dor the office. Having been re- 
sponsible for Colonel Gordon coming into 
the contest, he explained he felt bound to 
support him to the end. Senator Clay stat- 
ed to the caucus that he had already in- 
dorsed Governor Atkinson to the president, 
assuring him of the governor’s ability and 
qualifications, but that he was perfectly 
willing to go into the caucus and would 
abide by the result. Both he and Senator 
Bacon, while they voted for Colonel Gor- 
don, will do everything in their power to 
secure the appointment of Coionel Wight. 

Against Political Generals. 


* The president stated today that under no 
circumstances would he take other than a 
military man for a generalship. This was 
said, not with regard to Georgia, but the 
statement was made to a repuDlican senator 
who.was interested in some other appoint- 
ment: The president referred, however,’ to 
Governor: Taylor, of Tennessee, and Gover- 
nor Atkimson, of Georgia, stating that he 
would appoint neither and added that he 
was embarrassed in a somewhat similar way 
with regard to an appointment from Ohio. 
Governor Bushnell is urging the appoint- 
ment of some gentleman from private life, 
but the president is hiding behind this gen- 
eral rule which he has laid down, and to 
break it in one case would put him in an 
embarrassing position. 

There was general surprise at the final 
acticn of the caucus—those who were sup- 
porting Colonel Gordon felt certain that 
when the test came the majority of the 
delegation would be for him. I am told 
that the president went so far this morn- 
ing as to intimate a desire to appoint Colo- 
nel Gordon, and that the Savannah man 
was being strongly urged upon him Dy no 
less a personage than the vice president. 
The outcome of the caucus is certainly 
flattering to Judge Griggs, wno has from 
the first handled the cause of his friend 
and constituent, Colonel Wight. 

The National Guard Is Ready. 


Splendid reports are being received at 
the war department showing that the na- 
tional guard is ready to move in almost 
every state in the union. In Alabama the 
full quota of that state is already in Mo- 
bile, or will be there by tomorrow night. 
In other southern states, with the excep- 
tion of Georgia, the troops are ready to go 
to the front, and in the middle and New 
England and in the western states, every- 
thing is prepared for the movement to 
Cuba, 

The only western state from which very 
unsatisfactory news comes is Kansas. It 
seems as if the militia of that state is in 
a dreadful state of demoralization on ac- 
count of the governor ignoring the regular 
organization and insisting upon the right 
to appoint everything in sight without re- 
gard to present organization. 

The Chicago Times-Herald, which arrived 
here today, best tells the story in the fol- 
lowing special from Topeka ; 

Topeka, Kan., April 28.—A rebellion 
has broken out In the Kansas national 
guard, in consequence Of the order yes- 
terday by Governor Leedy for the men 
to strip off their shoulder straps and 
their uniformgrand ship them, together 
with their guns and al! other equip- 
ments to Topeka. 

This practically disbafids the national 
guard of Kansas. The trouble is due to 
Governor Leedy’s desire to fill the posi- 
tions in the three regiments recruited in 
Kansas with his personal and political 
friends. 

The Kansas guard is wholly demoral- 
ize@, and in every town in Kansas 
where a company is located trouble and 
disorder reigns. Thus far not a man has 
been enlisted in this state and it will be 
@ week before the troops can be mobi- 
lized at Topeka. , 

Colonel Garrard’s Proposition. 


Colonel Louis Garrard, of Columbus, has 
tendered his services to the government, 
and has made a suggestion to the president 
and the secretary of war which has pleased 
the war department officials. 

Senator Clay was at the white house and 
the war department in connection with 
this matter and some others. 

Colonel Garrard, who saw active service 
in the confederate ranks, asks that his 
services be accepted to raise a regiment of 
mounted infantry for immediate service. 
He suggests that mounted infantry, such 
as Forrest commanded, performed valuable 
service in this war, and believes that it 
would be as efficient as Gavalry. In his 
letters to Senators Bacon and Clay upon 
the subject. he expresses his ideas. He 
would pick his men, and says he will 
guarantee that the regiment will be first- 
class in every respect, and every man a 
good rider. He would want the right to 
select the officers under him, particularly 
if the regiment is Mable to be piaced on 
detached service. ‘ 

He says he feels confident of his abil- 
ity to bring to the service of the country 
as good riders-and men @s can be found 
anywhere, and men who will go to any 
point ordered. In his letters to the senators 
Colonel Garrard says that he desires no 
notoriety, and for that reason has filed no 
formal application with the president, 1 
learned of his letter through officers of the 
war department. The matter is to be offi- 
cially brought to the attention of the pres- 
ident tomorrow. 

Senator Clay saw Secretary Alger again 
today about the governor's request that 
the present equipment of the militia be 
retained in Georgia. General Alger states 
that a quartermaster has been sent to 
Georgia to ascertain what arms are needed 
for the Georgia quota in the volunteers, 
and that the arms will be shipped at once. 

He promises that all the arms necessary 
shall be sent without drawing upon Geor- 
gia’s present supply. — ,

Captain S. C. Mills, the new mustering 
officer who was detailed as muster officer 
for Georgia instead of Colonel Oscar Brown, 
who was too busy for the work, arrived 
yesterday. Captain Mills will begin to 
muster in the troops as soon as they are 
brought to Atlanta tomorrow. He has 
opened offices in the state capitol and will 
muster in the men there in the hall of 
the state legislature or in some of the 
adjoining rooms. 

Lieutenant George W. Kirkman, of the 
United States army, came with Captain 
Mills. Lieutenant Kirkman will be the 
chief commissariat and quartermaster of 
the Georgia volunteers and will supply 
them with food and clothing. The clothing 
for the volunteers is said to have been 
sent from Washington together with the 
guns and other equipment for the troops. 

100,000 Rations Ordered. 

The volunteers will. have plenty to eat 
out at -Fort McPherson or wherever they 
are camped. Chief commissary officer of 
the department of the gulf, Major Dravo, 
has ordered 100,000 rations to Fort McPher- 
son, and tomorrow the warehouses at the 
fort will be crowded with food for the sol- 
diers. When the volunteers are brought 
here they will be mustered in and will/at 
once go into camp. Tents and blankets 
have been provided for them and they 
will have good sheltering. 

The first work of the soldiers will be to 
put up their tents. This they will have to 
do immediately upon being sent into camp. 
They will have to lay off the camp into 
streets and all weeds and underbrush must 
be cleared away. After the boys are in- 
stalled in their quarters the real work 
of camp life will begin. They will have to 
drill during the day and will have picket 
duty at night. They will have to do their 
own cooking and every young soldier will 
be given an opportunity to acquire a4 
thorough knowledge of the culinary art. 

Major Almand of the Second Georgia 
regiment of volunteers, has his battalion 
ready to be mustered into the service, but 
he will wait until after today, as there is 
s0me uncertainty as to one of his captains.

MANY CHECKS ARE GIVEN OUT 


Kind Words Are Said for the Directors 
by the Depositors. 


RECEIVERS GLAD THE END IS WEAR 


All Money Due Depositors Has Been 
Paid and Interest on It While 
in the Bank.

that was due the depositors, after the fail- 
ure, and will continue until the last cent 
of the claims against the cld institution 


is wiped out. 
The doors of the bank were thrown open 


st the regular banking hours yesterday to 
all those who held certificates against it, 
and a stream of these who had money in 
the bank When it went under came and 
went to and from the bank, during the 
morning and until ‘the bank closed at 1] 


o'clock. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby stood behind the win- 
dow and receivea the certificates as they 
were presented. The other two rece.vers 
wre behind the counter watching the old 
depositors ccme, and receiving their money 
leave the bank with many kind words for 
the men who conducted the affairs of the 
institution and the directors who have, at 
their cwn personal sacrifice made the ¢e- 
positors recover every dollar that had been 
entrusted to the case of the bank. 

The bank failed in the autumn of 1896, 
and Messrs. J. G. Oglesby, George W. 
Scott and Gecrge Winship were appointed 
receivers. The amount due depositors at 
the time of its failure was about $600,000. 
What money was in the bank was he:d in- 
tact and the receivers commenced to get 
the aggregate of the assets to see how 
much of the deposits could be returned to 
the depositors. 

The directors of the irstitution agreed to 
put up $50,000 to make sufficient funds to 
meet what was due the creditors. This was 
dcne and it was agreed that the money 
should be paid the depositors in consecu- 
tive payments, and in the meantime they 
should receive 4 per cent for the moncy 
as {t remained in the bank. 

This was an amicable agreement for the 
depositors, and since that time at regular 
intervals the money has been paid out 
to satisfy the creditors. Today began the 
last payment and the whole amount that 
has been tied up by the failure will be 
given in the next few days to those to 
whom it is due. 

Many of the certificates were presented 
to the bank yesterday, but those who were 
unable to get to the place before the clos- 
ing hours will call today and receive their 
checks for the amount due them. 

The generosity of the directors of the 
bank has seldom been equaled in the finan- 
cial history of Atlanta. The depositors 
who under similar circumstances in many 
casés would have received at most only 
their deposits, but the directors put up out 
of their private funds enough to pay in- 
terest on the deposits while the assets of 
the defunct institution were being aggre- 
gated so that full payment could be made. 


ANSWER WAS FILED YESTERDAY 


Henry F. Stone Makes Answer in the 
Case Against Him. 

Henry F. Stone, through his attorneys, 
King & Spalding, yesterday afternoon filed 
his answer to the proceedings instituted 
against him by Gordon Lee, through Glenn

WAR NEWS WAS THE FACTOR 


Remarkable American Victory in Phillp- 
pines Causes Unusual Strength. 


OPENING RISE MET BY GREAT OFFERING 


Close Was in Another Burst of Ani- 
mation and Buoyant Tone, with 
Prices for Most Stocks at 
Top Level—Bonds Were 
Stronger. 


New York. May 2.—Wall street saw a 
day of speculative activity and furor which 
has not been equaled before this year. 
here were many varying phases in the 
events of the day. The upward surge of 
p.ices at the opening was met by enor- 
mous offerings to realize which caused a 
loss of from a third to one-half of the 
opening gain. The upward movement was 
then renewed and there were occasional 
Periods of hesitancy afterwards.

Their heavy lling to realize in these 
stocks caused “a reaction all through the 
market.

Atlanta, May 2.—Liverpool futures closed 
barely steady at a decline of 2 to 23-64d 
from Saturday’s close. Spot sales 10,000 
bushels: middling uplands 3 19-32d. The 
New York market opened quiet, with prices 
practically unchanged from the previous 
close. Dullness has characterized trading 
throughout the entire session, closing sales 
being at unchanged prices from Saturday’s 
close. Fluctuations today were confined 
within a range of 3 points, total transac- 
tions amounting to 53,000 bales. The Chroni- 
cle reports the total visible supply 3,512,452, 
against 4,079,626 in 1895, showing that the 
supply is about 567,000 bales less than the 
big crop year. Liverpool evidently regard- 
ed the American naval victory as a bear 
argument, taking the position that the war 
would soon be brought to a finish and 
there would be no difficulty in securing 
supplies, as they had anticipated in case 
of a prolonged war. 


Atlanta Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 2.—As was the case in 
both the stock and grain markets, Com- 
modore Dewey's glorious victory in. the 
Philippines was the sole topic of conversa- 
tion on the cotton exchange. The market 
opened steady with prices 1 point higher to 
1 point lower. Trad&g was moderately ac- 
tive, but the tendency was steadily down- 
ward under late weak English cables and 
some liquidation. Private advices attribut- 
ed the decline abroad to selling by longs 
and shorts on the theory that America’s 
apparently easy victory in the Philippines 
suggested a comparatively early termina- 
tion of the war and a return to normal 
commercial conditions.

jured,” given under the St. John’s Ambu- 


- plance Association. Such lectures are given 


regularly in all medical colleges and also 
“come under the head of science as taught 
in colleges or as the subject of lectures 
in scientific societies and clubs where such 
matters are included in the course of study. 
At present in New York city emiment 
physicians and surgeons are lecturing before 
classes organized for the purpose of acquir- 
ing such knowledge as that. required of 
the active disciples of the Red Cross mis- 
gion work.

Experience has taught that the Red 
Cross has never yet in time of war 
i --2a— ~ sufficient number of 
men to save the soldiers who might have 
been saved. Mr. Van Schelle, the active 
chief of the Belgian Red Cross, who called 
here a few days ago, emphasized tisis point 
particularly, and cited the battle of Sedan, 
where on the fifth day after the battle 
‘there were =till men on the field unzat- 
-tended.”’

A moment's serious thought will convince 
all those interested in the Red Cross move- 
ment, that to be of actual service in it, as 
&@ nurse to the wounded of baftle, appli- 
cants must not only be skilled in the duties 
of nursing, but they should be experts. 
The wounded in battle are not subjects of 
study and deliberation, but they must micet 
with ready and proper attention at the 
_moment. A woman undertaking the duties 
of a nurse frequently takes in her hands 

‘4&4 human life, and viewed from this stand- 
point, no vocation followed by a woman 
is more sacred, more serious, more bind- 
ing, and none should be followed with 
more deliberation and more actual appre- 


+ lation of what it really means. 
It is almost pitiful at time to hear young’ 


women bubbling over with sympathy and 
sentiment declaring their determination in 
becoming aides to the great Clara Barton 
in a work she has made the study of her 
lifetime. Out of every hundred who ex- 
press a desire to become nurses there may 
be one woman who is possessed of. the 
requisite qualifications, of moral. courage, 
earnestness of purpose, a_ well-balanced 
Jnind, knowledge of the first aids to the 
injured, and physical strength. 

Many there are that may possess one or 
two of these qualifications, but the posses- 
‘sor of all is one who has the vocation God- 
&iven, and she alone can perform the 
work. 

Too often young women overcome by 
Womanly sympathy, tender hearts and a 
genuine desire to do good are willing to 
make the sacrifice, and endure the hard- 
ships, but their home ties or their lack of 
_ Physical strength prevent them from being 
‘eligible. These young women should have 
the consolation of knowing that.this same 
_€004 spirit may be exercised in so many 
‘Ways, within the boundary lines of Treason. 
It is unnecessary to state in these days 
that within the very city gates there is the 
cry for “help,” ‘“‘help,’”’ for humanity— 
suffering morally, mentally and physically. 

It is not unusual to hear young women 
explain: “I wish I could go afid do some 
g00d work; I wish I could go to Cuba with 
Clara Barton; I would be willing to do the 
work.’”” The theory is a beautiful one, the 
sacrifice is sweet, the sentiment is woman- 
ly, but there is so much opportunity within 
reach of doing good that one is inclined to 
wonder why some of these pretty, well- 
disposed philanthropists do not try to do 


g00d where the opportunity is almost thrust | 


upon them. They need not necessarily be 
known in the good work they perform, 
they may go about quietly, or they may by 
.@xposing their charities inspire others to 
follow their example. It is, therefore, more 
than a practical suggestion, that any 
young woman here wisaing to become use- 
ful and prove her love of humankind, 
might instead of addressing a letter to far- 
away New York and the Red Cross (doubt- 
less overcome with applications from ex- 
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perienced women), address instead a note 
tendering her services to do what she can 
toward some of the charitable institutions 
in Atlanta. Heaven knows there are many 
and deserving ones and need of many 
more. 

Though the writer has no intention of 
dampening the ardor of any young woman 
imbued with patriotism and a desire to 
nurse the noble and dying soldiers of our 
country, it is in consideration for these 
ccurageous and wounded warriors that one 
is impelled to discourage aly save those 
well capacitated to nurse them from trying 
to do so. 

It might be well to suggest to some of 
the enthusiastic young Clara Bartonites 
that they go down and spend a day in the 
Grady hospital in the various wards and 
see first what is required in a well regulated 
hospital in times of peace, They will soon 
find out that the duties of a nurse are

THE NEW: COUNTY JAIL. 


It Will Not Be Ready for a Month 
and a Half—What Delayed 


the Work. 

Tt will be at least a month and a half 
before the new jatl is finished and turned 
over to the county commissioners. Under 
the contract it was to have been finished 
on the ist of January, but delays in getting 
the stone and slowness in receiving the 
eteel for the cages retarded the work until 
the contractors will be nearly twice as long 
ereeting the building as they at first 
thought they would be. 

At the meeting of the county commission- 
ers next Wednesday there will be a report 
‘from Mr. Grant Wilkins and his assistant, 
Mr. C. E. Kauffman, who have been super- 
intending the work, and it wil] then be 
more definitely known when the building 
will be ready for use.

MRS. COLQUITT 
DIED YESTERDAY 


Widew of Late Senator Colquitt Breathes 
Her Last, 


HER DEATH WAS UNEXPECTED 


She Was Surrounded by Her Children 
When She Died. 


| WAS ONE OF GEORGIA’S NOBLE WOMEN 


She Lived and Died a Christian and 
Was Noted for Deeds of Charity. 
Wiil Be Interred Today. 


the late Senator Alfred Holt Col- 

quitt, who for many years represent. 
ed this state in the United States senate, is 
dead. Her last.iliness was brief, but it 
baffled the skill of physicians, and she 
breathed ker last yesterday morning at 4:30 
o'clock. 

Mrs. Colquitt was One of the best known 
ladies in the state and the news of her un- 
expected death will be a message of sorrow 
#o the host of friends of both herself and 
her family. Her distinguished husband was 
a statesman of the school which represent- 
ed this state at the national capital during 
the few years immediately preceding and 
just after the civil war, and the people whe 
admired the late senator will learn with re. 
eret of the death of his widow. 

During the three or four weeks preceding 
her death Mrs. Colquift’s health was -un- 
usually good and this fact wes noted with 
gratification by hepmelatives. Saturday af- 
ternoon Mrs. Colqgitt appeared in her car- 
riage and took .#’ drive through Kirkwood 
with -sevéral friends... Ait that time she 
spoke of the good health she had been en- 
joying. 

Returning to her home she ate supper 
and then complained of feeling sick. ‘ This 
was attributed to the fatigue of the drive, 
and nothing was thought of it at the time. 
Shortly afterwards, however, she again 
complained of iliness and Dr. W. 8S. Elkin 
was sufllrmoned. 

He announced that Mrs. Colquitt was suf. 
fering from an acute attack of indigestion 
and administered medicine to counteract 
the effect of the attack. Sunday morning 
Mrs. Colquitt appeared much better and de- 
Sired to leave her room, but-was advised 
not to do so. The indications were for 
rapid recovery, but it was deemed advisable 
for the patient to remain in her room for 
several days. 

Sunday night Mrs. Colquitt appeared 
worse, but before midnight she rallied and 
conversed with those around her bedside. 
Shortly after 3 o'clock yesterday morning 
Judge W, T. Colqurt, her son, inquired as 
to her condition and Mrs. Colquitt told him 
she was feeling all right except for a pain 
in her side. Judge Colquitt remained with 
his mother. and sqgn discovered that she 
was sinking. 

He summoned the remainder of the fam- 
ily and despite the attention given her she 
died shortly before 4:50 o’clock. Her death 
was a great shock to her children, who ex- 
pected to see Mrs. Colquitt out of doors 
within the week. 

‘Mrs, Colquitt was seized with a stroke of 
paralysis during November, 1892, and since 
that time her health was bad, except for 
the several weeks preceding her death, 
when she appeared to be better than at 
any time for years. 

It is now believed, however, that the 
paralysis in 1892 superinduced the acute at. 
tack of indigestion which ended the life of 
the distinguished Georgia woman. Mrs. 
Colquitt had reached the age of sixty-six 
years and had resided in Edgewood for some 
time. 

She was the daughter of Rev. Henry 
Bunn, of Twiggs county, who was one of 
the most prominent ministers in the state 
during his lifetime. Mrs. Colquitt was born 
in Twiggs county in 1832, and it was there 
she received her early rearing and educa- 
tion. Just as she was blooming into wo- 
manhood she was wedded to Mrs. Freder- 
ick Tarver, but the groom lived only eix 
months, leaving his widow childless. 

On July 23, 1856, she was married to Alfred 
Holt Colquitt, then a young man with 
every promise of a brilliant future before 
him. How well these promises were ful- 
filled is well known. The children of Mrs. 
Colquitt, all of whom survive her. are 
Judge Walter T. Colquitt, Mrs. George P. 
Howard, Mrs. Preston Arkwrigtt, Miss 
Hattie Colquitt and Mrs. W. L. MarshaH, 
of Chicago, wife of Major Marshall, of the 
United States engineering corps, and Mrs. 
T. F. Newell, of Milledgeville, a step- 
daughter of Mrs. Colquitt. 

Mrs. Newell was the only one of the chil- 
dren who was not present at the bedside of 
Mrs. Colquitt at her death. She is herself 
under the care of physicians at her home 
in Milledgeville and was not allowed to 
come to this city. 

Funeral services will be conducted at the 
residence this morning at 6:46 o'clock, ‘Dr.

Quill Wal- 
lace, a negro, was up for trying to kill 
his father and mother and for knocking 
a white boy down on the streets. He went 


to the city chaingang for thirty days. 


Henry Houston tried to fight a street car 
conductor because the latter insisted upon 
having a nickel as car fare. Henry, who 
was drunk, did not like giving up the price 
of a-beer for so small a thing as a ride, 
and-he got on the warpath.

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| SAVED FROM RUTHLESS HANDS. 


Thomas Fuller, It Is Said, Practically 
Surrendered Himself in Order To 
Save His Moonshine Still. 


Thomas J. Fuller, a white man from 
Paulding county, was yesterday bound 
over to the United States court by Judge 
Nash R. Broyles on the charge of illicit 
distilling, and behind the story of his ar- 
rest is an incident, told by the arresting 
Officers, which shows the love of this al- 
leged moonshiner for the still claimed to 
be his. 

The arrest was made by Deputy Marshals 
Scott and Collector Pat Moore. When they 
neared the house of Fuller, in Paulding 
county, having been previously informed 
that there was a still on his place con- 
ducted by him, they saw some one run 
Out of the rear door of the house and 
make for the woods ahead of themi. 

This they think to have been Fuller, 
although they have no: positive evidence 
that it was he. When they arrived at the 
stillhouse, however, they found that the still 
had been removed, evidently but a short 
time before, for the traces of it were 
still plainly visible. After making a thor- 
ough search for the still, which was futile, 
they returned to the house and arrested 
Fuller, who said never a word in regard 
to the still or concerning his arrest. 

The officers say the man could easily 
have escaped, but that he knew his still 
would be destroyed, and so chose to save 
the still and surrender himself. He made 
no statement before Judge Broyles yester- 
day and gave bond for his appearance 
at the next term of the United States 
court, 


MINISTERS MET YESTERDAY. 


No Action Was Taken by the Associa- 
tion in Regard to the War with 
Spain as Anticipated. 


The Ministers’ Evangelical Association 
held its usual monthly meeting in the hall 
of the Young Men's Christian Association 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. The meet- 
ing was the largest held this year, about 
thirty ministers being in attendance. A 
delegation from the State Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union was on hand to 
receive the indorsement of their order in 
its effort to bring about prohibition in 
Georgia, and after a number of strong ad- 
dresses from several of the ministers pres- 
ent the indorsement was given almost unan- 
imously. 

Dr. A. R. Holderby read the report of 
the committee on arrangements, which 
was appointed to take charge of the meet- 
ings held under the auspices of th asso- 
ciation during the last three months. The 
report showed tthat the ministers were 
12 in debt at the present time. 

Mr. M. P. Thirkield announced that a 
mass meeting in the interest of foreign 
missions would be held at the tabernacle 
next Sunday week, at which Bishop J; C. 
Hartzell, who has just returned from a 
journey of 6,000 miles in the dark conti- 
nent, would be present and speak on the 
work being carried on there at present. 
After the routine work of the meeting 
had been completed the ministers ad- 
journed to meet the first Monday in June. 
It was expected that some action would 
be taken by the association yesterday in 
regard to the war with Spain, but for some 
reason the subject was not mentioned. 


International Arbitration. 

At the Geneva conference to arrange in-

| WILL DR. WHITSITT 


HAVE TO RESIGN? 


Southern Baptist Convention Meets tn 
Norfolk This Week. 


IS EXPECTED 


WARM TIME 


Trustees Will Probably Try To Oust 
Dr. Whitsitt Again. 


A LARGE CONVENTION I$ EXPECTED 


Large Delegation Will Be Presefit and 
Norfolk Will Be Given Over 
to the Baptists. 


Baptist convention will be held in 

Norfolk, Va., this week, the first 
session being held Friday morning at 10 
o'clock. The American Baptist Education 
Society will meet Thursday. On the same 
day the B. Y. P. 'U. auxiliary to the South- 
ern Baptist convention will hold a workers’ 
meeting. The gathering promises to be 
one of the most successful in the history 
of the organization, and a large number of 
delegates are expected. 

The Southern Baptist theological semin- 
ary aft Louisville, which is under the con- 
trol of this convention, is just now the 
great constellation about which the main 
interest in this gathering centers. When 
Dr. Broadus died, Dr. Whitsitt was elected 
president to succeed him. Dr. Whitsitt 
wrote certain editorials in The Independent 
in which he asserted that prior to 164i 
Baptists in England did not immerse for 
baptism. He also wrote a book in which he 
gave extracts from old writers to prove 
the truth of his assertions. 

This brought a storm of criticism from 
the Baptist denomination, Dr. Whitsitt 
was severely censured on all sides, while 
some agreed with him. It was urged for 
a while that he should be forced to resign. 
Before the meeting of the last convention 
in Wilmington every influence was brought 
to bear on the trustees to induce them to 
force Dr. Whitsitt out. Instead of doing 
this, however, they agreed on a resolution, 
the substance of which was that even if 
he believed his statements to be true, he 
did not indorse them, and as he was sound 
in Bible doctrine, he should not be mo- 
lested. 

This resolution was read before the con- 
vention and Dr. Whitsitt was congratu- 
lated. Unfortunately, though, some one 
happened to start the tune, “Amazing 
grace, how sweet the sound, that saved a 
wretch like me,” and ®he controversy broke 
out with renewed vigor. Dr. Christian de- 
nounced Dr. Whitsitt In plain language, 
branding him as a falsifier or a plagiarist. 

Dr. Whitsitt denied the charge, and there 
are still many who believe he will be rg- 
moved from the seminary. The trustees 
will probably take up the matter, and there 
will likely be some interesting discussions 
at the coming convention. The board of 
trustees consists of the following members:
